U. S. Will Stand Firm Against Berlin Blockade 


WASHINGTON, July 14—(UP)—The United States will stand 
firm on its insistence that the “intolerable” Russian blockade of 
Berlin be lifted, authoritative sources said tonight. 

These sources said that the U. 8. and presumably also Britain 
and France would not accept Russia’s rejection of the Three- 
Power demand that the Soviets lift their economic blockade of 
Western Berlin.. 

American officials said, however, that the three Western Pow- 
ers have not yet determined on their next steps as a result of the 
Russian notes delivered to all three Governments today and made 
public by the Moscow radio. The notes were in reply to American, 
British and French notes sent to Moscow July 6. 

These officials considered the Soviet notes a complete rejec- 
tion of all the points made eight days ago by the three Western 
Powers. They pointed out that the Russians had made no counter 
proposals acceptable to the West. 


Unions Say 13-Cent Ford Offer Is ‘Unacceptable’ 


DETROIT, July 14—(INS)—UAW-CIO bargainers told Fort 
Motor Company officials tonight their “final” wage and contract 
offer is “unacceptable” and served notice they will recommend 
rank-and-file rejection. 

The Union climaxed more than 12 hours of discussion aimed at 
averting a strike of 112,000 Ford employees by charging the com- 
pany with refusing to consider iis demands “in good faith.” 

Ford negotiators advanced an offer of 13 cents an hour, plus 
other contract improvements, in the waning hours of the aill- 
important session. 

UAW National Ford Director Ken Bann said this does not meet 
employees’ cost-of-living needs. He said he will apprise the Na- 
tional Ford Conference—composed of delegates from 29 Ford 
plants—of this when it convenes in Detroit tomorrow.

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Georgia's Role + + a Man's Role + + at Philadelphia

CONVENTION HALL, Philadelphia, July 14—Well, I stood 
there on the press bench and heard it and saw it, and there was a 
certain grandeur about it which made one’s eyes burn a bit. 

Charlie Bloch, of Macon, was putting Sen. Richard B. Russell, 
of Georgia, in nomination for the Presidency of the United States. 
Alabama had yielded. So, on the hot, heavy night with a rain storm 
raging outside, it was Georgia that opened the Democratic National 
Convention. . 

Charlie Bloch made a fine speech. It caught the delegates who 
were impatient and angry and were contemptuous of Georgia and 
the Southern States. It caught them, and it held them. Charlie Bloch 
laid it on the line. He ‘told them his faith and the State’s faith, and 
if it be in a minority position and if they jest about it here at this 
Convention, where the old Democratic Party has disappeared and 
another one is emerging, it still is their faith. So, he held them 
with the sincerity and the emotion of his words. 

So, Charlie Bloch told them in plain and simple, yet eloquent; 
words. And when he had finished, there was a demonstration. It 
began slowly. In the first place the aisles were packed with persons 
holding great pictures of Harry S. Truman for a demonstration 


when Arizona yielded to allow Missouri to put his name in nomina- 
tion. It was difficuit. Also there was no music for the first minute of 
it, but Sam Rayburn, the Chairman, spoke a word and a big organ 
boomed “Dixie.” 

The State delegation fought its way into the aisles. Ajl of a 
sudden there was a recognition of the fact that Georgia had played 
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a man's game here, and a Democratic game. Georgia is against 
Truman, But the Georgia delegation was not owned by oil compa- 
nies and it was not controlled by Washington officials. It did not 
have in it any man trying to elevate himself at the expense of the 
South's position, as did Arkansas, Mississippi and South Carolina. 
Georgia was honest and Democratic. Charlie Bloch and Jim Peters 
had played a straight, honest game. 

This afternoon at about 5 o’clock all the plans of the so-called 
revolters fell to pieces. Arkansas’ Ben Laney withdrew as a candi- 
date after stirring all week and claiming more than 100 votes. 

The Mississippi crybabies walked out, and half the Alabama 
delegation walked out like crybabies, too. But Georgia had come te 
the Convention and Georgia wasn’t going to quit, but was going 
to see it out. 

So, when Charlie Bloch came up there on the platform before 
the great crowd, ahead of the President of the United States by 
courtesy of the half of the Alabama delegation which had some 
courage left, they heard him. 

With Georgia there came Virginia, Tennessee, South Carolina,

New Substance Aids 
In Diagnosis of Polio

NEW YORK, July 1’~—(UP)—A mysterious substance in the blood) 


that goes into action when infection strikes may become an aid to| 
early diagnosis in infantile paralysis, two experts disclosed today. 


Lack of a diagnostic tool is one 
of the greatest handicaps in con- 
trolling poliomyelitis. 

The experts, Drs. David Glick 
and Frank Gollen, of the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota Medical School, 
described the mysterious. sub- 
stance at the First International 
Poliomyelitis Conference. 

They explained that the sub- 
stance, known technically as hy- 
aluronidase, is a spreading agent 
contained in bacteria, viruses, 
snake bites and bee stings. It has- 
tens the spread of infection by dis- 
solving the material holding tissue 
cells together. 

Such biochemical action permits 
the rapid spread of infection. ‘* 

The Minnesota scientists ex- 
plained that the human: body nat- 
urally produces an- inhibiting 


agent in the blood stream which

attempts to control the hyaluroni- 
dase. Making a study of animals 
and in 27 human polio cases, they 
found that the amount of the in- 


hibiting agent increased in direct | 
proportion to the amount of in-| 


fection. 

“On the average, the increase 
was 100 percent above uninfected 
controls,” they said. 

The scientists said that on the) 
basis of the work and continuing | 
research, the possibility exists that 
the “inhibitor factor” may -even- 
tually be used to determine the 
acuteness of polio infection and 
confirm diagnosis in suspected 
cases. 

They said attempts will be made 
to isolate the anti-hyaluronidase, 
or inhibiting agent, so it may be 
administered to halt the spread of | 


polio infection in patients.

It was a demonstration mean- 
ing more than just opposition to 
Ham'y Truman by the South, Not 
many persons realized it, but what 
happened here today was that the 
Democratic Party of many parts— 
the Party we have known jn our 
time—died,. There is developing a 
new party. It) will be based on 
istrength in the cities.

ling to predict that within 10 years 
‘it will have shaken out of it all 
ithe rural strength not merely of 
the South, but the other sections 
as well, The Democratic Party that 
inevitably must develop out of 
this convention of 1948 is going to 
be an urban party—one farther 
left than the one of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. 


The death of the current Demo- 
cratic Party and the birth of a 
new and different one will pose 
many problems. Sen. Alben Bark- 
levy and his associates may be able 
to make it into one which much of 
the South can support: but, that 
is in doubt. There will be no sud- 


den change, but it is coming. 


The scene this afternoon was @ 
tense, wet, hot one.

CONVENTION HALL, PHILADEL- 
PHIA—As the Democratic Convention 
dragged through the dreadful, wet heat 
of a humid, steaming July day and night 
with adjournment probable at some hour 
well into Thursday morning, a few con- 
crete results were apparent. 


One was that the Party is going to be 
out of office for eight or 12 years because 
it is finished as it was. It is by no means 

_dead. The Republican papers have scold- 
ed this Convention and lectured it, but it 
has had a lot of vitality for all its record 
of dullness. The Party is headed for some 
sort of reorganization. Exactly what it 
will be no one may see for sure in the heat 
and fury of this last, strength-sapping day. 

_ But it is not a dying party. It is a party 
in which there are deep issues and dif- 
ferences which, for the first time since 
1856 and 1860, are being fought out and 
not appeased and compromised. The 
Democratic Party, always a curiously 
composed one of diverse elements, has 
had unity only when some strong man 
came along to cause the contending ele- 
ments to compromise and dull the edges 
of their differences. 


Looking at it now, one sees that the 
late Franklin D. Roosevelt had other aids 
to Party unity in addition to his own 
genius for politics and persuasion. He had 
the compelling need to join hands to fight 
a depression and a great war, as forces 
for unity. 

Now, paradoxically, with the country 
_prosperous and with more men and 
-women working than ever before in the 

nation’s history, there is no unity. 

For the first time in the historg of 
the post-Civil War Democratic Party, 
bitter and deep-seated issues, involving 
long-established customs and traditions, 
are being challenged. 


The Republican Convention was dull. 
It’s side-show of rival candidates was ex- 
citing with cheese and free soft drinks 
_ and bands and special songs and great 
rallies. But, its actual convention was 
dull. This convention has been exciting 


since it got under way, which was Tues- 
day. It has tenseness‘and fight. It is driv- 
ing toward defeat but also toward reor- 
ganization. It will be back eight or 12 
years from now. And with unity. 

The floor fight on the minority move 
to expel the delegates from Mississippi, 
who were seated by a narrow margin of 
three votes by the Credentials Committee, 
and the following demand of the indus- 
trial states to be on record against the 
Mississippians, was symbolic of the deeper 
issues which came up today for bitter 
debate and a hard and fast division. Sym- 
bolic, too, is the plank for repeal of the 
Taft-Hartley Law. 

Rarely has any political convention 
had as much vitality. And also, rarely has 
one had so great a gulf driven between 
two factions. It is a gulf so wide and 
deep that some states float within it, like 
lost suns, belonging to neither of the two 
worlds, not yet ready or able to become 
fixed. | 

So, one may say today with some as- 
surance there will be Democratic defeat 
in November. That is no new deduction, 
but it is plainer now. Yet one now can 
see, also, that the Democratic Party has 
been in the process of change for some 
time and that it is going on to become 
a different party in which the urban cen- 
ters will be its chief strength and interest. 
The proposal to repeal the Taft-Hartley 
Act will drive out many now in the Party. 
It is possible the rural regions, not merely 
of the South, but of the other regions as 
well, may leave it in the years ahead. 
But, in those years ahead, the two-party 
system seems sure of continuing and there 
will come a unified Democratic Party. 
Many of us will not like it. But it is com- 
ing. It will not be the Party of Cleve- 
land, Wilson and Roosevelt, any more 
than the Party of their time was the 
Party of Van Buren, Taylor and Fillmore. 

Already the oldest political -party in 
the nation, the Democrats are not going 
to die. They are going to change, whether 
for better or worse, none may now say.

We Need Some Efficiency 


If all present indications are borne out 
and Tom Dewey, “the efficient adminis- 
trator,” is elected President of the United 
States in November, he will have his work 
cut out for him. 

The Federal pay roll, which declined 
appreciably immediately after the war, is 
again on the rise. 

Civilian employees have been hired for 
Government work at the rate of approx- 
imately 500 a day since the total num- 
ber on the pay roll fell below the 2,000,000 
mark at one time last year. As a con- 
sequence, there are roughly 2,100,000 Fed- 
eral employees and, barring an unexpect- 
ed return of sanity, the number will hit 
a peak of two and a quarter million be- 
fore the end of the year. 


This is nearly two and a half times 
the 929,000 civilian employees on the Fed- 
eral pay roll in 1939 and is even greater 
than it was at the peak of the war emer- 
gency. 


Obviously, many Federal agencies are 
overstaffed. Indeed, there are entire 
bureaus which are nonessential and 
should be entirely eliminated. Consoli- 
dations and retrenchments are indicated 
elsewhere. 


If the New York Governor is half as 
efficient an administrator as his campaign 
managers would have us believe, he 
should be able to get the Federal pay roll 
well below the 2,000,000 mark during his 
initial 12 months in office.

And Politics Drag On 


CONVENTION HALL, PHILADELPHIA— 

After all, I guess time is, even as they say, like 

a river. It flows on, and sitting here in the 

Convention Hall press section,gwith the heat on you like a hot 

towel on your face in the barbershop; with the fierce lights of the 

television lamps beating on you like the sun at midday on the hot- 

test day of the year, you try to take time to stop it and write about 
what is going’on. 

But time goes on and the program goes on. And there are 
deadlines. It is after lunch time as | write. Some time ahead of 
us, in the late night hours, Harry S. Truman and Alben Barkley 
will stand before the crowd and the delegates. There will be 
cheers and boos. Some of the delegates will be bitter and angry. 
Some will be gone, refusing to stay and see it. 


The difference will be reflected, too, in the candidates. 
For some reason Harry S. Truman is not close and cordial 
with Sen. Barkley. Veteran pvulitical writers, close to the situation, 
do not know the answer. It does not lie with Barkley. But what 
it is that causes the President to feel a coldness toward the man 
whom the delegates forced into the vice presidential spot, no one 
knows. Whether it grew out of tale-bearing,-.or out of the in- 
trigue about the White House, with some telling the President that 
Barkley was planning to fight for the nomination itself, also re- 
mains to be learned. But it is-a fact that about six months ago 
the President quit seeing Barkley. It is a fact, too, that when he 
telephoned him to congratulate him on the really masterful speech 
of Monday night, keynoting the convention, the President still did 
not mention the nomination Then it was that Alben Barkley, 
not really wishing the spot, but agreeing to it because his friends 
in the Kentucky delegation wanted it, and asked him to do it, 
almost rebelled. It was the next morning the official request to 
go on the ticket came. 


So, here we sit, and time flows in and the speakers 
drone on, ulways saying the same words. This is not 
a good place for 200d speakers. The great ones, such as Barkley, 
do all right. But Texas’ eloquent Sam Rayburn, veteran House 
floor leader of the party and former Speaker, was badly off Tues- 
day night. He speaks well extemporaneously, but he does not read 
a speech well. These have to be written for the convention. Ray- 
burn stood there, sweat dripping off his nose and chin, his glasses 
fogged with the sweat and steam, and tried to go on with a speech 
which was really a fine one’ But it fell flat. He could not follow 
his text easily becatise of his steaming glasses. 

So, the day moves on and the speeches fling their metallicly 
amplified words about the hall, and we keep waiting. 


Speakers 


The big things have not come to the floor. When the fight 
does come on what has come to be called civil liberties, 
it will be like a starter’s gun at a track meet signaling the official 
start of the makings of a new Democratic Party. 

The old one, as we knew it, is gone. Part of the story of Bark- 
ley as Vice President is a story of the struggle to see who will 
hold on to the party machinery. Had Justice Douglas been nomi- 
nated, it would have passed into the hands of the ultra New Dealer 
school, represented by Tommy Corcoran, Leon Henderson and 
James Roosevelt. 

But the titular head of the party now will be Alben Barkley. 
He will remain in office after Harry Truman is defd&ated and gone. 
Barkley wil? be ‘here until 1950 and he will have about him some 
smart young and old men. He will work, too, with those State 
leaders whom he trusts. 

Barkley really is the keeper of the keys. He has no idea of 
remaining the leader. He will be the custodian until it can be 
reorganized. 


It is worth noting, just In passing, that not only was 
the late Franklin D. Roosevelt missing from a scene 
which knew him well, but that young Franklin D. Roosevelt was not 
here. Of all the Roosevelts he is the one who may emerge as a 
political figure of importance in the years ahead. James Roosevelt 
is here, but he 1s not possessed of political strength. He has de- 


stroyed himself by being too pushing and too determined to make | 


political hay. 

You will see young Franklin Roosevelt emerge, in the years 
ahead, in New York State politics. 
and with destiny. Kut keep him in mind. 


Cleavage Do not overlook the most significant straw in the 

wind that is blowing up the reorganization of the 
party. It was the rush of the industrial States to vote against the 
seating of the Mississippi delegates in the contest Tuesday night. 
There was the real cleavage. What sort of a party it will be no one 
may say for sure. The shadowy outline of it may be seen. It will 
not, I think, make a lot of people happy. But it is ahead of us. 
It will invoive, I believe, a shifting of personal lines in party sup- 
port. Many Democrats who leave the party in November will 
never go back to it. 

So, time goes.on and the speakers drone and we will be here, 
probably when the paper carrying this is thrown on your porch or 
put in your mailbox. Political history is being made, but as usual 
that fact is overshadowed by the noise and the issues of the moment.

The Catholic hierarchy has turned thumbs 
down on any member of that faith accepting 
the vice presidential nomination, thus eliminat- 
ing such outstanding Eastern liberals as Sen. 
Brien McMahcn, of Connecticut, and Rep. John 
McCormack, of Massachusetts, and also the eld- 
erly middle-grounder, Sen. Joseph O’Mahoney, of 
Wyoming. Gov. Lane and Sen. Millard Tydings, 
of Maryland, had jointly withdrawn in favor of 
Barkley. Sen. Scott Lucas, of Illinois, and Wil- 
son Wyatt, of Kentucky, former Housing Ex- 
pediter, were canvassed but neither seemed to 
inspire the least enthusiasm. 


Seo when the convention staged its big 
demonstration for Barkley, following his old- 
fashioned keynote rabble-rouser, Mr. Tru- 
man decided he had no recourse but to 
swallow him as a running mate. 


Just how much this decision went against the 
grain can be judged by the specifications for 
a vice presidential nominee which the President’s 
representatives circulated here last week. 

_ First, they said, he must be an outstanding 
liberal; second, a young man, in order to offset 
Mr. Truman’s 64 years; and third, he must have 
special appeal to industrial workers in the East 
and Far West. 

Sen. Barkley will be 71 years old next No- 
vember. If voting almost without exception for 
measures proposed by both Presidents Roosevelt 
and Truman is accepted as the test of “liberal- 
ism,” Barkley is entitled to that designation. But 
the ready acceptance of him by the very South- 
ern arch-conservatives who yelled loudest against 
Roosevelt and Truman is the best evidence that 
Barkley is not regarded by all as a true New 
Dealer. Rather, his colleagues know him as a 
faithful party follower who would go along just 
as well with an anti-New Dealer, if a Demo- 
crat of that ilk should become President.

Presidency as Prize, 
Vice Presidency as Job 


One of the unavoidable difficulties of our 
democratic form of government is that the high- 
est and most important oifice of all, the Presi- 

dency, is actually two things. It is, we all recognize, the most im- 
portant office in the entire world today—the office on which the 
future of the world depends more vitally than on any other. Hence, 
the man who fills that office must carry a greater responsibility 
than any other living man. 

Even before iunat, however, the Presidency is something else. 
It is a prize, the award in a political contest, the plum dangled 
before the contestants in a game we call a campaign. It is the 
reward held out before all men who have faithfully served their 
political party all the way up from the city ward, the county job, 
through the State house, the congress and, perhaps, the departmental 
leaderships. 

The tragic angle on the whole thing is that the qualities and 
capacities which bring victory in this game of national politics have 
very slight, if any, connection with the qualities and capacities 
needed to make a man a good president, a capable world leader. 

There are, of course, exceptional cases, as was that of the late 
President Roosevelt. He combined, in one man, a knowledge and an 
adroitness in the political arena with that special knowledge and 
power of personality of which world leadership is made. But we 
do not often find a Roosevelt. 


It is the innate feeling by a large proportion 
of the voters that a man who has had some 
experience in the office is preferable to the inexperienced aspirant, 
that gives the incumbent seeking re-election an advantage over the 
opponent seeking to enter the White House, as President,,for the 


first time. Of course, in the case of a weak President, this advan- | 


tage is lost, forgotten in the determination to seek, by change, some- 
one better. Or, as in the case of President Truman, the incumbent 


makes serious political blunders which alienate large segments of | 


his normal support. 


Undoubtedly, it was this confidence in the demonstrated ability 


and in the hard-earned experience of President Roosevelt which 
elected him to his third and fourth terms. The desire of the voters 
not to place the national destiny in untried hands at such crucial 
periods in world history was stronger than the objections to a third, 
and a fourth, term. 


> : It is common saying that every boy born in the 
Obligations United States may become President. Theoretically 
this is, ot course, true. But the boy who aspires to the Presidency 
can only achieve his ambition if he enters into the game of politics 
early in his career. 

With but few exceptions, which serve to prove the rule, all 
prominent political figures have fought their way up from the hum- 
bler political ranks. As, step by step, they won to higher office, 
they have, of necessity, played the political game according to the 
rules, or lack of rules, inherent in its conduct. If they did not, their 
careers, politically, would have ended soon after they began and 


they would never have been heard of on the broader, national stage. | 


It is unavoidable that, in making this successful climb. the in- 


dividual assumes obligations. This is impossible to avoid. Yet the | 


payment of political debits is the background factor in most of our 
most tragic misuses of high office and its authority. 


When, as in many States, it costs six-figure sums to win an elec- |

tion to the U. S. Senate, a job paying but $15,000 a year for six 
years, it is impossible to avoid those personal obligations. And, for 
an entire career in politics, they are apt to total heavy and numer- 
ous debts. Moral, if not legal. 

That is why the Presidency, as the top prize in the game of poli- 
tics, hangs like a millstane around the nobler Presidency, the call 
to world leadership. 

I imagine the winner in a presidential campaign when, flushed 
with his political victory, he suddenly awakens to the full meaning 
of the job he has taken on must face the coming four years with 
fearsome Misgiving.

He did not get the forthright civil rights 
plank he wanted in the platform. He did not 
get as running mate a representative of the 
younger, progressive element. While his choice, 
Associate Justice William O. Douglas of the Su- 

reme Court, refused to enter the contest, the 

esident nevertheless would have had plenty of 
trouble getting him nominated, not only because 
ef almost solid opposition’ in the South, but 
formidable resistance elsewhere. 

A group of convention leaders, including Sen- 
ators, took botn of these matters out of the Presi- 
dent's hands. They compromised the civil rights 
Program to appease the South and dictated the 
selection of Sen. Alben W. Barkley, the 71-year- 
old party warhorse, as vice presidential nominee, 
the latter also designed as a peace overture to 
the South, though not too graciously received. 

President Truman’s defiance of the South is 
most commendable and very courageous and is a 
highlight of this convention that probably will 
become historic. But it cannot end with that. 
The Southern leadership that he so bravely flaunt- 
ed cannot be dismissed airily and forgotten, as 
some are suggesting. 

Rather, for the long-range future of the party, 
they must be constantly kept in mind as con- 
stituting the major problem for anyone who 
wants to make the Democratic Party a progres-

This cynical view of the electro 
ate was never more justified than | 
in the case of the Democratic plat-| 
form. | 
Among other things, the plat- 
form calls for repeal of the Taft 
Hartley Act. This flat statement 
of policy is supposed to represent 
the attitude of the party as a 
whole. If that be true every Dem- 
ocratic Congressman is pledged, 
under the platform, to work for re- 
peal of the Taft-Hartley Act. 


But does it mean that—or is the 
plank merely a cast for the so- 
called labor vote? 


HOW CAN the Democrats rec- 
oncile this plank with the fact that 
a majority of the Democrats in the 
House of Representatives not only 
voted for the Taft-Hartley Act but 
also voted to override the Presi 
dent's veto of the bill? The House, 
on June 20, 1947, overrode the 
President's veto by a vote of 331 
o 83. One hundred six of

If you cannot afford the New 
York training, try to get a job 
as a junior decorator in one of 
the department stores or an es- 
tablished decorating concer n, 
where you will work under ex- 
perienced decorators and will be 
given charge of many little con- 
tracts which will teach you a 
lot and pay you a living wage 
besides, If you’re thrifty you 
could save enough in a few 
years to go on with that spe- 
cidlized training, adding a little 
to educational expenses by com- 
ing back to your home store dur- 
ing the Summer months and ap- 
plying what you have learned 
in practical application. 

After you have finished 
your specialized training, get 
a job with an established dec- 
orating department or firm. 
Working under the direction 
of experienced people for 
three or four years will be as 
necessary as your formal in- 
struction. But, as with all 
highly specialized work, your 
Position as an assistant deco- 
rator will pay you well. Mean- 
while, try to build confidence 
in all the people you serve— 
against the day when you will 
open your own shop. Here is 
one of the most remunerative 
businesses open to women to- 
day, to say nothing of the 
creative satisfaction an inspir- 
ed, conscientious decorator 
gets out of every job she 
does.
